I Comment . During 'world warrll similar nomenclature 
plates were used by the German Armed Forces for heavy 
120-mm mortars, German model 1942, and 120-mm mortars, 
Soviet model Iy33. Large quantities of the latter model 
had been captured by the Germans and reused under the 
designation "120-mm mortars" "378 (r)". If the nomen- 
clature plates were not removed from former German war 
stocks, it is possible that such plates v;ith German word- 
ing are now being manufactured for the Bereitsohaftspolizei 
of the German Folkspolizei,.
